The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, line 14, the term "phenyl," has been inserted between the word 
"C 3 - 8 cycloalkyl," and the word "phenyl ". 

In claim 15, line 1, the phrase "disease mediated by" has been deleted and the phrase — a 
disease caused by — has been inserted therefor. 

In claim 15, line 1, the word "virus" that appears between the term "(HCV)" and the 
word "comprising" has been deleted.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner has 
found claims 1-39 to be unobvious over the prior art of record and therefore to be allowable over 
the prior art of record. The present invention relates to 4'azido nucleoside derivatives 
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represented by a specific formula I, pharmaceutical compositions containing the derivatives, and 
their use for the treatment of disease caused by the Hepatitis C virus. The very relevant prior art 
documents (WO 02/10415, US 5,449,664) to this invention disclose nucleosides including 
4'azido nucleosides. However, the compounds of the present invention are structurally different 
to the nucleosides of the prior art documents in terms of the substituents or moieties that are 
present in the 2', 3'and 5' positions and in some cases in terms of the nucleoside bases. These 
differences in structure are not suggested, nor are obvious to those in the prior art. In addition, 
the nucleosides of the prior art document (US 5,449,664) are used as antiviral agents.
